“ These regulations will not 
force any low income family 
back onto welfare because of 
child day care expenses,” he 
added in response to another 
frequent charge from critics of 
the proposal. 
Weinberger said the regula­ 
tions “ carry out both the intent 
of the Congress and the direc­ 
tions of the President that fed­ 
erally supported social service 
programs shall be focused di­ 
rectly on those most in need.”

Export Increase 
Cuts U.S. Trade 
Deficit In March 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
United States in March came 
the closest in 18 months to 
chalking up a foreign trade 
surplus, the Commerce Depart­ 
ment reported today. 


Bolstered by a sharp increase 
in exports and a decline in 
imports of foreign-made goods, 
the U.S. trade deficit narrowed 
to $53 million last month from 
$476.2 million in February. 


It was the best foreign trade 
month for the United States 
since September, 1971, when the 
nation recorded a $265 million 
surplus. The trade balance has 
been in deficit every month 
since then, meaning that the 
value of imports has exceeded 
exports.

As for the youths being 
“ hard-core delinquents,” Chic­ 
carella disagrees. “ Only two of 
them could be considered delin­ 
quent at all, and no judge would 
send a confirmed delinquent to 
a group home such as ours,” he 
said.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Pres­ 
ident Nixon continued today a 
personal investigation into the 
Watergate bugging “ to deter­ 
mine what happened, how it 
happened and why it hap­ 
pened,” the White House said. 
A staff shake-up is expected 
shortly. 
Press Secretary Ronald L. 
Ziegler said under hour-long 
questioning by reporters this 
afternoon: “ The status of the 
White House staff remains the 
same. No resignations have 
been requested and none have 
been submitted.” 
But informed sources said 
some top aides including H.R. 
Haldeman, chief of the White 
House staff, likely would be 
leaving soon in the aftermath of 
allegations that they either may 
have known about the bugging 
plot or tried to cover it up. 
For the present, Ziegler said, 
“ the President is not going to 
state anything that would preju­ 
dice the rights of any individual 
—in fairness to them and the 
judicial process.” 
Ziegler said Nixon had not 
conferred with anyone about 
the possibility of handling a 
staff reorganization. 
Unidentified sources on Capi­ 
tol Ilill were quoted by the 
Washington Post as saying 
former Defense Secretary Mel­ 
vin R. Laird had told some 
associates he had been asked to 
take over the top White House 
administrative post and 
“ straighten up the mess” left 
by the Watergate affair. The 
bid was said to have come from 
Nixon. 
The White House said today 
tiiat no job offer had been made 
to Laird, who was believed to 
be one of several men under 
consideration by Nixon to re­ 
organize the staff. 
The President met again this 
morning at the White House 
with John J. Wilson, a Washing­ 
ton attorney who was hired last 
week by both Haldeman and 
John I). Ehrlichman, Nixon's 
chief domestic adviser. A White 
House spokesman did not say 
why Nixon conferred with Wil­ 
son. 
Sources said they expected 
Haldeman, who has incurred 
more enemies than friends in 
this job, to turn in his resigna­ 
tion as a result of the Water­ 
gate case. 
Press Secretary Ronald L. 
Ziegler, however, played down 
any significance in the fact that 
Haldeman no longer presides at 
early morning meetings with 
top presidential staffers. The 
practice was abandoned a cou­ 
ple of weeks ago. 
Ziegler insisted “ no resigna­ 
tions” have been submitted to 
the President. He said there “ is 
no change” in the status of the 
staff. He has refused to say 
whether resignations were re­ 
quested by Nixon. 
Meantime, columnist Jack 
Anderson said today that White 
House legal counsel John W. 
Dean gave federal prosecutors 
information two weeks ago that 
both Haldeman and Erlichman 
knew of efforts to cover up the 
Watergate bugging. 
Dean “ made accusations” 
against the two top assistants to 
President Nixon after being 
confronted by Ehrlichman with 
allegations that Dean knew of 
the bugging and then tried to 
cover it up, Anderson wrote in 
his column. 
Principal Assistant U.S. At­ 
torney Earl J. Silbert, who pro­ 
secuted seven men previously 
indicted in the case, refused a 
request by Dean for immunity 
from prosecution, Anderson 
said.

The San Rafael City Council, in a surprise 
move encouraged by its newest member, said last 
night it wants to take a new look at plans for 
development of Courthouse Square. 
Although proposed construc­ 
tion of dual office buildings and 
a parking garage on the down­ 
town site cleared city agencies 
months ago. Councilman Jack 
G. Nixon convinced his col­ 
leagues that the issue should be 
reopened in the light of criti­ 
cism of the project during his 
campaign and in view of the 
city's redevelopment potential. 


Nixon, elected to the council 
April 10 on a conservationist 
platform, was seated last night. 
At his request, the council 
unanimously decided to ask the 
McKcon Construction Co. of 
Sacramento, developer of the 
square, if it would consider 
changing the design of a box­ 
like e i g h t - s t o r y building 
planned for the site and per­ 
haps eliminating a parking ga­ 
rage in order to provide more 
open space on the property. 
While it was acknowledged 
there is no guarantee that 


McKcon will agree to review of 
its plans, the council asked the 
firm’s representatives to attend 
the May 7 council session for 
discussion of the matter. 


Charles J. Linthicum, senior 
city planner, told the council a 
building permit is to be issued 
to McKcon within two weeks, 
enabling start of construction. 
Nixon, raising the issue at the 
end of a special council meeting 
called primarily on another 
matter, said lie had become 
concerned over repeated citizen 
criticism of the development at 
campaign appearances. 
His motive is “ not to deny the 
project,” the new councilman 
said, but merely to explore the 
possibility of “ another hearing” 
on MeKeon’s plans. Not only 
did Nixon envision possible 
changes in the high-rise office 
building but perhaps removal of 
the parking garage through use 


of the redevelopment program 
aimed largely at the downtown 
area. 
Nixon suggested relocation of 
the garage to another down­ 
town site, using redevelopment 
funds. And he raised the possi­ 
bility that the office building, 
attacked in some quarters for 
unstylish design, might be al­ 
tered and moved in order to 
preserve the view of Mission 
San Rafael Arcangel. 
Mayor (’. Paul Bettini, while 
noting the city has no legal 
right to reopen the matter, said 
he didn't see why “ we can’t 
work it out. . if it's to our 
benefit and theirs.”

Mulryan and John A. Miskimen 
also found Nixon's plan “ worth 
a try,” while Councilman Fred 
E. Jensen expressed no opinion. 
The council approved plans 
for the development, including 
a companion two-story office 
structure to the larger building, 
last October. Spanish-style ar­ 
chitecture is to prevail in the 
development, with bronze alu­ 
minum facing and glass used in 
the office buildings.

Export Increase 
Cuts U.S. Trade 
Deficit In March 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The 
United States in March came 
the closest in 18 months to 
chalking up a foreign trade 
surplus, the Commerce Depart­ 
ment reported today. 
Bolstered by a sharp increase 
in exports and a decline in 
imports of foreign-made goods, 
the U.S. trade deficit narrowed 
to $53 million last month from 
$476.2 million in February. 


It was the best foreign trade 
month lor the United States 
since September, 1971. when the 
nation recorded a $265 million 
surplus. The trade balance has 
been in deficit every month 
since then, meaning that the 
value of imports has exceeded 
exports

Ziegler said under hour-long 
questioning by reporters this 
afternoon: “ The status of the 
White House staff remains the 
same. No resignations have 
been requested and none have 
been submitted.” 
But informed sources said 
some top aides including H R. 
Haldeman, chief of the White 
House staff, likely would be 
leaving soon in the aftermath of 
allegations that they either may 
have known about the bugging 
plot or tried to cover it up. 
For the present, Ziegler said, 
“ the President is not going to 
state anything that would preju­ 
dice the rights of any individual 
—in fairness to them and the 
judicial process.” 
Ziegler said Nixon had not 
conferred with anyone about 
the possibility of handling a 
staff reorganization. 
Unidentified sources on Capi­ 
tol Hill were quoted by the 
Washington Post as saying 
former Defense Secretary Mel­ 
vin R. Laird had told some 
associates he had been asked to 
take over the top White House 
ad m in istra tive post and 
“ straighten up the mess” left 
by the Watergate affair.

Council Will Eye Other 
Possibilities For Area 


Tlu* San Rafael City Council, in a surprise 
move encouraged by its newest member, said last 
night it wants to take a new look at plans for 
development of Courthouse Square. 
Although proposed construc­ 
tion of dual office buildings and 
a parking garage on the down­ 
town site cleared city agencies 
months ago, Councilman Jack 
G. Nixon convinced his col­ 
leagues that the issue should be 
reopened in the light of criti­ 
cism of the project during his 
campaign and in view of the 
city’s redevelopment potential. 


Nixon, elected to the council 
April 1<) on a conservationist 
platform, was seated last night. 
At his request, the council 
unanimously decided to ask the 
McKeon Construction Co. of 
Sacramento, developer of the 
square, if it would consider 
changing the design of a box- 
1 i k e e i g h t - s t o r y building 
planned for the site and per­ 
haps eliminating a parking ga­ 
rage in order to provide more 
open space on the property. 
While it was acknowledged 
there is no guarantee that 


McKeon will agree to review of 
its plans, the council asked the 
firm’s representatives to attend 
the May 7 council session for 
discussion of the matter. 


Charles J. Linthicum, senior 
city planner, told the council a 
building permit is to lx* issued 
to McKeon within two weeks, 
enabling start of construction. 
Nixon, raising tin* issue at the 
end of a special council meeting 
called primarily on another 
matter, said he had become 
concerned over repeated citizen 
criticism of the development at 
campaign appearances. 
His motive is “ not to deny the 
project.” the new councilman 
said, but merely to explore the 
possibility of "another hearing” 
on MeKeon’s plans. Not only 
did Nixon envision possible 
changes in the high-rise office 
building but perhaps removal of 
the parking garage through use 


of the redevelopment program 
aimed largely at the downtown 
area. 
Nixon suggested relocation of 
the garage to another down­ 
town site, using redevelopment 
funds. And he raised the possi- 
bility that the office building, 
attacked in some quarters for 
unstylish design, might be al­ 
tered and moved in order to 
preserve the view of Mission 
San Rafael Areangel. 
Mayor C. Paul Bettini, while 
noting the city has no legal 
right to reopen the matter, said 
he didn’t see why “ we can’t 
work it out. . if its to our 
benefit and theirs.” 
Councilmen

Mulryan and John A Miskimen 
also found Nixon’s plan “ worth 
a try," while Councilman Fred 
E. Jensen expressed no opinion. 
The council approved plans 
lor the development, including 
a companion two-story office 
structure to the larger building, 
last October. Spanish-style ar­ 
chitecture is to prevail in the 
development, with bronze alu­ 
minum facing and glass used in 
the office buildings.

A 
light on the clock flashes ev ery 
12.6 seconds to indicate how 
long it takes the gov ernment to 
spend $100,000.

A W O L Soldiers 


WASHINGTON (UPD - A 
new study shows that v olunteer 
soldiers are more likely to go 
AWOL than draftees and pre­ 
dicts this may spell trouble for 
the all-v olunteer Army . 
The study also found no rela­ 
tionship between soldiers who 
hated the Army and soldiers 


who went ov er the hill. ‘‘AWOL 
and non-AWOL soldiers did not 
differ in their attitude toward 
the Army ,” the study conclud­ 
ed. 
The study , made av ailable 
today , was made by the Human 
Resources Research Organiza­ 
tion of Alex andria, Va., which 
won an Army contract to try to 
find some way to predict poten­ 
tial AWOLs so they could be 
giv en special attention to head 
off anv plans for going ov er the 
hill.

Defense Department officials 
said the March tonnage includ­ 
ed bombs dropped in South 
Vietnam by Saigon’s air force, 
but they said the Vietnam 
bombing represented only a 
small portion of the total. 
The bombing of Camobida 
last month was at a higher rate 
than the U.S. bombing of North 
Vietnam last December. Fig­ 
ures showed the daily rate in 
March was 1,27 5 tons, com­ 
pared to 1,264 tons per day 
dropped on North Vietnam dur­ 
ing the December campaign. 


Space Shuttle 
Fund Attacked 


WASHINGTON (UPD - Sen. 
William Prox mire, D-Wis., said 
today that Congress should re­ 
ject the administration's fiscal 
197 4 request for $-475 million to 
dev elop the space shuttle. 
Prox mire, chairman of the 
appropriations subcommittee 
which ov ersees all space spend­ 
ing, said the shuttle was “ total­ 
ly out of keeping with our 
current national priorities. 
“ We simply cannot afford the 
folly of a space ex trav aganza at 
the present time,” he said.

The dial makes a complete 
revolution every 1.26 seconds. A 
light on the eloek flashes every

long it takes the government to 
spend $100,000.

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
Eight men. including a Marin 
resident once known as the 
“ King of LSD” have been in­ 
dicted on federal charges of 
running a worldwide scheme of 
manufacturing and selling hal­ 
lucinogenic drugs.

Fluoridation Of Marin Water 
Wins State Board's Approval 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - The 
state Board of Health Wednes­ 
day gave Marin County permis­ 
sion to flouridate its water sys­ 
tem despite bitter opposition 
from a citizens' group and 
doubt voiced by some local 
physicians. 


By an 8-0 margin, the board 
upheld Marin County voters, 
who gave initial approval to the 
measure in last November's 
election. 


Board member Virginia Ellis 
said the panel was “ bound to 
uphold” the will of the voters. 
Addressing herself to opponents 
of flouridation. she declared the 
burden was on them to return 
home and “ educate the mem­ 
bers of the community.” 


The measure was carried 
over from last month’s board 
meeting for want of opinions 
from Marin County doctors and 
a report on engineering meth­ 
ods to be used in adding the 
tooth-decav preventive to the 
county's water. 


Wednesday, Board Chairman 
Dr. F. Harold Johnson reported 
receiving a petition supporting 
flouridation which was signed 
by 163 local physicians. 


However, the petition was 
challenged by Dr. Elmer Wee- 
den. president of the Marin 
County Medical Society. 


He explained the medical so­ 
ciety was unable to take a 
position either way on the issue 
because of “ inconclusive medi­ 
cal evidence at this time on 
either side” about the health 
effects of adding flouride. 


He contended the medical so­ 
ciety's findings were well 
thought out and carefully stu­ 
died as opposed to the petition 
signed in “ hallways" by doc­ 
tors at the “ urging of their 
friends.” 


Another witness, Wynn Wes- 
tover. president of the Marin 
County Flouride Study Commit­ 
tee. asserted there was not 
“ one shred of evidence” before 
the board on the effects of 
flouridated water under present 
conditions. 
He called the issue “ politi­ 
cal” and said it was promoted 
by dentists. He declared that 
allowing Marin County a flouri­ 
dation permit would “ dignify 
their (dentists’) faith healing, as 
it were." 
Other witnesses also contend­ 
ed the board should dig deeper 


for the possible harmful effects 
of adding flouride to water 
when, they said, the amount of 
the chemical was increasing in 
normal diets. 
Johnson, however, said it was 
not necessary to “ reprove" a 
scientific theory once it was 
accepted and said information 
before the board “ shows there 
is a need for flouride" in Marin 
County.

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
Eight men, including a Marin 
resident 
once 
known as the 
“ King of LSD" have been in­ 
dicted on federal charges of 
running a worldwide schem e of 
manufacturing and selling hal­ 
lucinogenic drugs. 
The 
fed eral 
Grand 
Jury 
W ednesday said LSD plants 
w ere operated here and in 
Windsor, Calif., St. Louis and 
Fenton. Mo., and in Belgium. 
The main clients, according 
to fed eral n arcotics a g en ts, 
were Timothy Leary’s Brother­ 
hood of Eternal Love of South­ 
ern California and the H ell’s 
A ngels 
m o torcycle 
club of 
Northern California. 
Among the indicted was Au­ 
gustus Owsley Stanley III, 37, 
listing his address as Lincoln 
Avenue. San Rafael, who in the 
1960s was known as the “ King 
of LSD. ” He was charged with 
failing to file income tax re­ 
turns for 1967 and 1968. The 
government said he owed taxes 
of $142,276. 
U .S. 
A ttorney 
J a m es 
L. 
Browning Jr. said Stanley’s in­ 
com e was from the sale of the 
drugs. But, the prosecutor said, 
he was not connected with dis­ 
tributing the acid. 
The indictment said the con­

Federal agents traveled ex­ 
tensively in the United States

also went to P aris, Afghanistan, 
Costa Rica, M exico City, Bel­ 
gium and Honduras. 
Three of the suspects, includ­ 
ing Stanley, were accused of 
evading $.364,939 in taxes. Offi­ 
cials said Stanley, then living in 
Orinda, was convicted of manu­ 
facturing LSD in 1969 and spent 
2 v2 years in a federal prison. 
Last Decem ber he was freed on 
parole. 
A nother tax offen d er w as 
identified as N icholas Sand. 31, 
a chem ist now in jail in St. 


Louis for opium possession. He 
w as accused of evading $181,000 
for 1968 and 1969. The third one 
w as Robert T. Scully, 28, an 
e le c tr o n ic s tech n icia n from 
Mendocino County, Calif. 
He 
w as accused of evading $41,848 
in taxes for 1969.

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Fluoridation Of Marin Water 
Wins State Board's Approval 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - The 
state Board of Health Wednes­ 
day gave Marin County perm is­ 
sion to flouridate its water sys­ 
tem despite 
bitter opposition 
from a c itiz e n s ’ group and 
doubt 
voiced 
by som e local 
physicians. 


By an 8-0 margin, the board 
upheld 
Marin County voters, 
who gave initial approval to the 
m easure 
in 
last 
Novem ber s 
election. 


Board m em ber Virginia Ellis 
said the panel w as “ bound to 
uphold'* the will of the voters. 
Addressing herself to opponents 
of flouridation. she declared the 
burden was on them to return 
home and “educate the m em ­ 
bers of the com m unity.’* 


The m ea su re w as carried 
over from last month’s board 
meeting for want of opinions 
from Marin County doctors and 
a report on engineering m eth­ 
ods to be used in adding the 
tooth-decav preventive to the 
county’s water. 


W ednesday. Board Chairman 
Dr. F Harold Johnson reported 
receiving a petition supporting 
flouridation which was signed 
by 163 local physicians. 


H ow ever, the p etition w as 
challenged by Dr. Elmer Wee- 
den. 
president 
of the 
Marin 
County Medical Society. 


He explained the medical so­ 
ciety was unable to take a 
position either way on the issue 
because of “ inconclusive m edi­ 
cal evidence at this tim e on 
either side” about the health 
effects of adding flounde. 


He contended the m edical so­ 
c ie ty 's 
fin d in gs 
w ere 
w ell 
thought out and carefully stu­ 
died as opposed to the petition 
signed in “ hallw ays’* by doc­ 
tors at the “ urging of their 
friends." 


Another w itness. Wynn Wes- 
tover. president of the Marin 
County Flouride Study Commit­ 
tee. 
asserted 
there 
was 
not 
‘•one shred of eviden ce” before 
the 
board on 
the effects of 
flouridated water under present 
conditions. 
He called the issue “ politi­ 
cal" and said it was promoted 
by dentists. He declared that 
allowing Marin County a flouri­ 
dation permit would “dignify 
their identists’) faith healing, as 
it w ere.” 
Other w itnesses also contend­ 
ed the board should dig deeper 


for the possible harmful effects 
of adding flou rid e to w ater 
when, they said, the amount of 
the chem ical was increasing in 
normal diets. 
Johnson, however, said it was 
not necessary to “ reprove” 
scientific theory once it was 
accepted and said information 
before the board “ shows there 
is a need for flouride” in Marin 
County.

The law says the innocent sec­ 
ond wife has rights sim ilar to 
community property. At most, 
Edna can only claim Jo e’s in­ 
terest 
The second half of his 
estate acquired after the second 
m arriage would go to his “ sec­ 
ond" family.

An­ 
derson said that by mid-March, 
"the President’s faith in Dean 
began to w aver" and he in­ 
structed him to go to Camp 
David and prepare a written 
report on his investigation. 
"After a few days at the 
presidential retreat, Dean re­ 
ported back to the President 
that he simply couldn’t write a 
report." Anderson wrote. "A n­ 
grily, Mr. Nixon took Dean off 
the Watergate case.” 
Nixon announced last week 
he was conducting a fresh, per­ 
sona! investigation of the mat­ 
ter.

Budget Proposed 
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A $3,146.097 budget for next 
y ear has been proposed to Reed 
School 
District turstees. The 
figure is down $17,103 from this 
y ear's estimated budget of $3,- 
163,200. 


The tax rate is expected to 
increase but the actual amount 
of property taxes paid by home­ 
owners should go down, said 
Charles L. Condrotte, district 
business manager. 


Trustees accepted the propos­ 
al Tuesday and set a special 
budget session for May 22. 
The budget will require a tax 
rate of $3,718 per $100 assessed 
valuation, up 11.3 cents from 
the current rate of $3.605 per 
$100, Condrotte estimated. 
The net effect on property 
taxes, however, should be a 
reduction, he said, because Cal­ 
ifornia’s SB 90 increases the 
hom eow ners exem ption from 
$750 to $1,750. 
Condrotte had no figures on 
how much less property owners 
in the district would end up 
pay ing for Reed schools next 
y ear. 
Although the total budget is 
down, the tax rate required to 
finance it is up mainly due to 
the fact that Reed this y ear 
dipped into its reserves to the 
tune of about $120,000, Con­ 
drotte said, but doesn't plan to 
do that next y ear, and so will 
need to obtain the money from 
some other source. 
Local 
property taxes com­ 


prised $2.394,844 of this y ear s 
budget and are expected to 
amount to $2.563,790 next y ear, 
said Condrotte. 
SB 90 limits spending in the 
district next y ear to the amount 
spent per pupil this y ear, plus 
$65 for inflation, and the tax 
rate may not exceed that need­ 
ed to meet that spending rate. 
The budget is based on 1,874 
pupils, two more than the num­ 
ber of students who started 
school in Reed this y ear. 
Supt. Ralph D. Giovanniello 
said the total includes step and 
track salary increases for em ­ 
ploy ees, 
but 
no new raises. 
Teacher salaries total $1.332.- 
907. other employ ees will be 
paid $159,023, custodians’ total 
$128.187 and maintenance men 
$30,224. 
Giovanniello said his salary is 
pegged at $26,000, the same as 
this y ear. 
Fixed charges, 
a category 
wich includes contributions to 
the employ ee retirement fund, 
benefits, workm an’s compensa­ 
tion and legal expenses are 
proposed for $224,654 compared 
to this y ear's $211.190. 
The major decrease in the 
budget is for capital outlay . 
Giovanniello said $20.587 is 
budgeted for next y ear com­ 
pared to $93,949 this y ear. A 
one-time federal project of $69,- 
000 for library expansion at 
Reedland Woods School will not 
be repeated and accounts for 
most of the drop, he said.

Concern Over Drop In 


Immunization To Polio 


ATLANTA (CPI) — Growing 
concern over the drop in polio 
immunization among children 
has been expressed by officials 
at the Center for Disease Con­ 
trol <CDC>. 
"We are very concerned by 
the fact that a large proportion 
of y oung children are not being 
immunized or are being inade­ 
quately immunized." Dr. John 
Witte, head of the immunization 
branch, said Wednesday . 
Latest available figures show 
that less than 63 per cent of all 
children between the ages of 1 
and 
t have been vaccinated 
against polio, the CDC said. 
‘‘We’ve been say ing for sev­ 
eral y ears that polio immuniza­ 
tion levels aren’t what they 
should be. and for the last y ear, 
w e’ve been hollering really 
loud." Witte said 
The case load dropped spec­ 
tacularly after the introduction 
of Salk vaccine in the middle 
50s— from some 18.000 in 1954 to 
19 in 1971. and so far. none have 
been reported this y ear. 
Witte said the success of the 
anti-polio campaign had caused 
people to lose interest. “ People 
haven't seen polio for 10 or 15 
y ears, and they ’re not worried 
about it," he said. 


Teaching Class

A $3,146,097 budget for next 
year has been proposed to Heed 
School District turstees. The 
figure is down $17,103 from this 
year's estimated budget of $3.- 
163.200 


The tax rate is expected to 
increase but the actual amount 
of property taxes paid by home­ 
owners should go down, said 
Charles L. Condrotte, district 
business manager. 


Trustees accepted the propos­ 
al Tuesday and set a special 
budget session for May 22. 
The budget will require a tax 
rate of $3,718 per $100 assessed 
valuation, up 11.3 cents from 
the current rate of $3,605 per 
$100, Condrotte estimated. 
The net effect on property 
taxes, however, should be a 
reduction, he said, because Cal­ 
ifornia's SB 90 increases the 
homeowners exemption from

Condrotte had no figures on 
how much less property owners 
in the district would end up 
paying for Heed schools next 
year.

Bolinas Dis trict Giv en Choice 
On Regulation Of Septic Tanks 


To pioneer or to play it safe? 
These were the choices given- 
directors of the Bolinas Com­ 
munity Public Utility District 
last night by George J. Silvestri 
Jr., deputy county counsel, in a 
lengthy legal opinion on a pro­ 
posed ordinance regulating sep­ 
tic tanks and projects affecting 
drainage in the district. 
The ordinance, said Silvestri, 
would be the first of its kind in 
the state and would almost 
certainly draw a lawsuit testing 
its legality if enacted by the 
district alone. 
The knottiest legal problem, 
he said, is whether the state 
public utilities act gives utility 
districts power to regulate 
drainage affecting privately 
owned septic tanks as well as 
the recognized powers to con­ 
trol drainage affecting public 
facilities. 
•‘However." he said, “ al­ 
though we (county counsel’s of­ 
fice' cannot find a specific au­ 
thority for it, we can’t find a 
specific authority against it ei­ 
ther. and we would not stand in 
your way.’’ 
A safer path, Silvestri sug­ 
gested. would be to sign a joint 
powers agreement with the 
county. The district would then 
act under the county’s recog­ 
nized health and safety powers.

although whether the directors 
could get “ everything you 
want’’ in the new ordinance 
would be up to the board of 
supervisors. 
After listening to Silvestri 
and discussing alternatives for 
two hours, the board was divid­ 
ed. Mark Ireland and Marguer­ 
ite Harris said they reluctantly 
favor the joint powers agree­ 
ment. Orville Shell and Gregory 
Hewlitt chose the go-it-alone 
route. Chairman William E. Ni- 
man voiced no opinion. 
Supporting his conviction that 
the district does have power to 
enforce the ordinance Shell 
read a letter from the state 
Water Quality Control Board. 
The letter stated that as part 
of conditions for certification of 
a grant, the district must sub­ 
mit a program for “ surveil­ 
lance of new and existing septic 
tank systems and correction of 
any future failure" and “ adop­ 
tion of all needed ordinances or 
regulations by the county and I 
or the district to provide the 
necessary authority to carry 
out the proper septic tank sys­ 
tem control program." 
Shell then moved and board 
voted unanimously to postpone 
action for one week “ in order to 
see what reactions we get (from 
the board of supervisors) on 
requesting state legislation 
which clarifies the power of 
utility districts in relation to 
septic tanks." 
Among other problems if the 
Bolinas district chooses to en­ 
act its own ordinance, Silvestri 
cited duplication of districts 
and county permits and fees for 
septic tanks, grading, fills and 
excavations which could consti­ 
tute “ preemption of county au­ 
thority." 
His suggestion for the joint 
powersagreement with the dis- 


trict acting under William Des­ 
mond, the county environmen­ 
tal health officer, was met by 
instant objections from the 
board and from members of the 
audience. 
Among charges against Des­ 
mond were that he permitted 
perculation tests to be made in 
the dry season instead of during 
winter rains when the water 
table was high and that proper 
inspection of septic tank instal­ 
lations was not made. 
‘Desmond wants sewers on 
Bolinas Mesa. We want septic 
tanks, and we want to prove 
they can work" declared Hew­ 
litt. 
“ All the joint powers agree­ 
ment means," said Ireland “ is 
that we would be a minor hur­ 
dle to be leap-frogged.” He 
later said he favors the agree­ 
ment “ in utmost cynicism after 
hearing these words from over 
the hill.”

Bolinas District Given Choice 
On Regulation Of Septic Tanks 


To pioneer or to play it safe? 
These were the choices given- 
directors of the Bolinas Com­ 
munity Public Utility District 
last night by George J. Silvestri 
Jr.. deputy county counsel, in a 
lengthy legal opinion on a pro­ 
posed ordinance regulating sep­ 
tic tanks and projects affecting 
drainage in the district. 
The ordinance, said Silvestri, 
would be the first of its kind in 
the state and would almost 
certainly draw a lawsuit testing 
its legality if enacted by the 
district alone 
The knottiest legal problem, 
he said. is whether the state 
public utilities act gives utility 
districts power to regulate 
drainage affecting privately 
owned septic tanks as well as 
the recognized powers to con­ 
trol drainage affecting public 
facilities. 
•‘However,** he said, “ al­ 
though we (county counsel's of­ 
fice) cannot find a specific au­ 
thority for it, we can’t find a 
specific authority against it ei­ 
ther. and we would not stand in 
your way." 
A safer path, Silvestri sug­ 
gested. would be to sign a joint 
powers agreement with the 
county. The district would then 
act under the county's recog­ 
nized health and safety powers.

although whether the directors 
could get “ everything you 
want" in the new ordinance 
would be up to the board of 
supervisors. 
After listening to Silvestri 
and discussing alternatives for 
two hours, the board was divid­ 
ed. Mark Ireland and Marguer­ 
ite Harris said they reluctantly 
favor the joint powers agree­ 
ment. Orville Shell and Gregory 
Hewlitt chose the go-it-alone 
route. Chairman William E. Ni- 
man voiced no opinion. 
Supporting his conviction that 
the district does have power to 
enforce the ordinance Shell 
read a letter from the state 
Water Quality Control Board. 
The letter stated that as part 
of conditions for certification of 
a grant, the district must sub­ 
mit a program for “ surveil­ 
lance of new and existing septic 
tank systems and correction of 
any future failure" and “ adop­ 
tion of all needed ordinances or 
regulations by the county and I 
or the district to provide the 
necessary authority to carry 
out the proper septic tank sys­ 
tem control program." 
Shell then moved and board 
voted unanimously to postpone 
action for one week “ in order to 
see what reactions we get (from 
the board of supervisors) on 
requesting state legislation 
which clarifies the power of 
utility districts in relation to 
septic tanks." 
Among other problems if the 
Bolinas district chooses to en­ 
act its own ordinance. Silvestri 
cited duplication of districts 
and county permits and fees for 
septic tanks, grading, fills and 
excavations which could consti­ 
tute “ preemption of county au­ 
thority." 
His suggestion for the joint 
powersagreement with the dis­ 


trict acting under William Des­ 
mond, the county environmen­ 
tal health officer, was met by 
instant objections from the 
board and from members of the 
audience. 
Among charges against Des­ 
mond were that he permitted 
percolation tests to be made in 
the dry season instead of during 
winter rains when the water 
table was high and that proper 
inspection of septic tank instal­ 
lations was not made. 
“Desmond wants sewers on 
Bolinas Mesa. We want septic 
tanks, and we want to prove 
they can work" declared Hew 
litt. 
“ All the joint powers agree­ 
ment means." said Ireland “ is 
that we would be a minor hur 
die to be leap-frogged." He 
later said he favors the agree 
ment “ in utmost cynicism after 
hearing these words from over 
the hill."

Quay le said Arques has failed 
to respo nd to city requests that 
he do so mething abo ut accum- 
mulatio ns o f trash and debris, 
illegal ho usebo ats and ro tting 
and dilapidated structures o n 
the land which ex tends ro ughly 
fro m behind the Big G Market 
so uth 
to Nev ada Street and 
includes abo ut nine acres o f dry 
land and 13 o f water. 
Quay le to ld the Independent- 
J o urnal he will ask the city 
atto rney to set in mo tio n nuis­ 
ance abatement pro ceedings if 
Arques fails to reply to the 
letter within 10 day s. A similar 
missiv e, written last August, 
went unanswered fo r many 
mo nths and then little o r no th- 


o ped by Co unty Administrato r 
J o hn F. Barro ws who has main­ 
tained it will impro v e efficiency 
and reduce duplicatio n. 
Co mmissio ner Albert J . Bo ro 
questio ned Barro ws’s reaso ning 
y esterday , say ing the merging 
o f departments wo uld reduce 
staff mo rale and that if there 
were pro blems with efficiency 
and duplicatio n it was the ad­ 
m inistrato r’s fault since he 
o v ersees the o peratio n o f co un­ 
ty go v ernment. 
Herber C. Leney agreed say ­ 
ing the reo rganizatio n wo uld 


ing was do ne, acco rding to 
Quay le. 
The Chief said that o ld ship­ 
building w ay s, which slo pe 
do wn to the water at Gate 3 are 
so dilapidated that no o ne can 
walk o n them and they must be 
repaired o r remo v ed. 


Quay le also repo rted that a 
number o f perso ns “ appear to 
be liv ing” in co llapsing sheds 
and buildings “ no t fit fo r hu­ 
man habitatio n,” so me o f them 
lo cated o n an o ld dilapidated 
pier o nce used by a fish co mpa­ 
ny . 


The chief info rmed Arques 
that deckings and underpin­ 
nings at Marinship Yacht Har­ 
bo r are ro tten and must be 
replaced, that debris and “ ac- 
cummulated waste” must be 
cleared and that sev eral ho use­ 
bo ats mo o red alo ng the sho re 
must be mo v ed because they 
lack sewer co nnectio ns.

Cleanup Warning To 
Waterfront Owner 


The owner of a large chunk of 
Sausalito’s waterfront has been 
warned that the city may insti­ 
tute nuisance abatement pro­ 
ceedings aganist him if he does 
not clean up portions of his 
property. 


The admonition to Donlon J. 
Arques about conditions at his 
holdings in Gate 3, was con­ 
tained in a letter Tuesday from 
Fire Chief Robert Quayle. 


‘‘Over the past several years, 
numerous attempts have been 
made to have you remove nu­ 
merous fire and life hazards 
that have existed, and still exist 
on your property in Marin- 
ship,” the chief wrote. 
Quayle said Arques has failed 
to respond to city requests that 
he do something about accum- 
mulations of trash and debris, 
illegal houseboats and rotting 
and dilapidated structures on 
the land which extends roughly 
from behind the Big G Market 
south to Nevada Street and 
includes about nine acres of dry 
land and 13 of water. 
Quayle told the Independent- 
Journal he will ask the city 
attorney to set in motion nuis­ 
ance abatement proceedings if 
Arques fails to reply to the 
letter within 10 days. A similar 
missive, written last August, 
went unansw ered for many 
months and then little or noth­ 


ing was done, according to 
Quayle. 
The Chief said that old ship­ 
building ways, which slope 
down to the water at Gate 3 are 
so dilapidated that no one can 
walk on them and they must be 
repaired or removed. 


Quayle also reported that a 
number of persons ‘‘appear to 
be living” in collapsing sheds 
and buildings “not fit for hu­ 
man habitation,” some of them 
located on an old dilapidated 
pier once used by a fish compa­ 
ny.

Parents, teachers and school 
nu rses will learn how to control 
dental disease in their own 
mou ths and teach prev ention to 
children at two dental disease 
prev ention workshops planned 
and presented by a dozen den­ 
tists and their wiv es. 


The first of its kind — the 
accredited cou rse — is spon­ 
sored by Marin Cou nty Dental 
Society and its Women’s Au x il­ 
iary . It,w ill be held from 8 :30 
a.m . to 4 p.m. on Satu rday and 
May 12 at Dominican College. 


The dentists, aided by au x il­ 
iary m em bers, will lead discu s­ 
sion grou ps on plaq u e, u se of 
dental 
floss, disclosu re tech­ 
niq u es, bru shing teeth and nu ­ 
trition. 


Dr. 
Dick Adams organized 
the workshop for the dental 
society . 
Mrs. Marshall Rothstein of 
Mill Valley and Mrs. Jam es 
McCray of Tibu ron will accept 
preregistrations. 
“ Parents, especially , need to 
know that dental disease can be 
controlled. 
Prev ention is the 
key .’’ said Francoise Rothstein, 
incoming president of the Wom­ 
en's Au x iliary . 
Parents shou ld teach children 
to eat the right foods at the 
right tim e, she said. Sweets 
shou ld not be eaten between 
m eals when bacteria has 
a 
chance to form, bu t after din­ 
ner when y ou can bru sh thor­ 
ou ghly . Su gary food plu s plaq u e 
form acids that attack teeth, 
she added. 
Plaq u e is a sticky , colorless 
lay er of harmfu l bacteria that 
is constantly forming on y ou r 
teeth, Mrs. Rothstein said. 
B acteria in plaq u e are a pri­ 
m ary cau se of dental caries,, 
the m ajor cau se of tooth loss in 
ch ild ren, and p eriodontal or 
gu m disease, the m ajor cau se 
of tooth loss in adu lts, she said. 
‘‘Periodontal disease is one of 
the m ost common diseases of 
man. It effects three ou t of fou r 
adu lts. Howev er it is not lim it­ 
ed to adu lts. Ninety -fiv e per 
cent of 5 to 14-v ear-old children 
hav e some degree of gingiv itis. 
And one ou t of fou r has destru c­ 
tiv e periodontal disease with

loss of tooth attachm ent,” she 
said. 
Mrs. Rothstein. wife of an 
orthodontist, is activ e in dental 
edu cation geared to children. 
She instru cts them to u se dental 
floss daily to rem ov e plaq u e 
and debris from between teeth 
w here a tooth bru sh cannot 
reach. 
“ N ev er snap floss into gu ms, 
bu t gently slide it into the space 
between gu m and tooth u ntil 
y ou feel resistance. Ask y ou r 
dentist to show y ou how to 
apply floss in y ou r own mou th 
so y ou w on’t d am ag e y ou r 
gu m s.” she said. 
A disclosing tablet or solu tion 
will help y ou see the inv isible 
plaq u e accu m m u lated on y ou r 
teeth so y ou can bru sh it off, 
she said. 
First, chew a harm less tablet 
or swish a solu tion arou nd in 
y ou r m ou th. T hen, ex am ine 
y ou r teeth in a m irror: the 


color on y ou r teeth is th e 
plaq u e y ou m u st remov e, she 
ex plained. 


M ost d entists p re sc ribe a 
bru sh with a straight handle, a 
flat bru shing su rface and soft, 
end-rou nded bristles that are 
less likely to inju re gu m tis­ 
su es. 


Rotating is the best way to 
loosen plaq u e which m akes its 
bed u nder the. gu m line and 
between teeth. Scru b and bru sh 
v ig orou s ly a nd th orou g h ly 
w hatev er way y ou can to loosen 
plaq u e, bu t do not hu rt gu ms, 
Mrs. Rothstein adv ised, su g­ 
gesting a flu oride toothpaste. 
“ It is im portant to bru sh 
thorou ghly at least once a day . 
The best tim e is ju st before y ou 
go to bed, so y ou sleep with a 
clean m ou th,” she said. 
Au x iliary m em bers are work­ 
ing to conv ince parents, teach­ 
ers and school nu rses that it is 


important, to teach children to 
bru sh their teeth after lu nch at 
school. 


“ Dry bru shing cou ld ev en be 
done in front of the TV; it's not 
m essy . Children do not need 
toothpaste or a sink. Those 
things do not rem ov e plaq u e; 
it’s the scru bbing,” she said. 


Teachers will leav e the work­ 
shop with 35 stu dent kits con­ 
taining a tooth bru sh, dental 
floss and d isclosu re ta blets. 
They can borrow v isu al aids 
su ch as a plaq u e light, a special 
flashlight bu lb which 
illu mi­ 
nates plaq u e, m icroscope slides 
showing that plaq u e has liv ing 
bacteria, 
and dental disease 
p rev ention 
film s 
and 
c a r­ 
tridges, M rs. Rothstein said.

On Dental 
Care Set 


By PAT BALMES 
Parents, teachers and school 
nurses will learn how to control 
dental disease in their own 
mouths and teach prevention to 
children at two dental disease 
prevention workshops planned 
and presented by a dozen den­ 
tists and their wives. 


The first of its kind — the 
accredited course — is spon­ 
sored by Marin County Dental 
Society and its Women’s Auxil­ 
iary. It will be held from 8:30 
a.m. to -1 p.m. on Saturday and 
May 12 at Dominican College. 


The dentists, aided by auxil­ 
iary members, will lead discus­ 
sion groups on plaque, use of 
dental floss, disclosure tech­ 
niques. brushing to«*th and nu­ 
trition. 


Dr. Dick Adams organized 
the workshop for the dental 
society. 
Mrs. Marshall Rothstein of 
Mill Valley and Mrs. James 
McCray of Tiburon will accept 
preregistrations. 
“ Parents, especially, need to 
know that dental disease can be 
controlled. Prevention is the 
key." said Francoise Rothstein, 
incoming president of the Wom­ 
en's Auxiliary. 
Parents should teach children 
to eat the right foods at the 
right time, she said. Sweets 
should not be eaten between 
meals when bacteria has a 
chance to form, but after din­ 
ner when you can brush thor­ 
oughly. Sugary food plus plaque 
form acids that attack teeth, 
she added. 
Plaque is a sticky, colorless 
layer of harmful bacteria that 
is constantly forming on your 
teeth. Mrs. Rothstein said. 
Bacteria in plaque are a pri­ 
mary cause of dental caries* 
the major cause of tooth loss in 
children, and periodontal or 
gum disease, the major cause 
of tooth loss in adults, she said. 
“ Periodontal disease is one of 
tlu* most common diseases of 
man. It effects three out of four 
adults. However it is not limit­ 
ed to adults. Ninety-five per 
cent of 5 to 14-year-old children 
have some degree of gingivitis. 
And one out of four has destruc­ 
tive periodontal disease with

loss of tooth attachment," she 
said. 
Mrs. Rothstein. wife of an 
orthodontist, is active in dental 
education geared to children. 
She instructs them to use dental 
floss daily to remove plaque 
and debris from between teeth 
where a toothbrush cannot 
reach. 
“ Never snap floss into gums, 
but gently slide it into the space 
between gum and tooth until 
you feel resistance. Ask your 
dentist to show you how to 
apply floss in your own mouth 
so you won’t damage your 
gums." she said. 
A disclosing tablet or solution 
will help you see the invisible 
plaque accummulated on your 
teeth so you can brush it off, 
she said. 
First, chew a harmless tablet 
or swish a solution around in 
your mouth. Then, examine 
your teeth in a mirror: the 


color on your teeth is the 
plaque you must remove, she 
explained. 


Most dentists prescribe a 
brush with a straight handle, a 
flat brushing surface and soft, 
end-rounded bristles that are 
less likely to injure gum tis­ 
sues. 


Rotating is the best way to 
loosen plaque which makes its 
bed under the gum line and 
between teeth. Scrub and brush 
vigorously and thoroughly 
whatever way you can to loosen 
plaque, but do not hurt gums, 
Mrs. Rothstein advised, sug­ 
gesting a fluoride toothpaste. 
“ It is important to brush 
thoroughly at least once a day. 
The best time is just before you 
go to bed. so you sleep with a 
clean mouth,’’ she said. 
Auxiliary members are work­ 
ing to convince parents, teach­ 
ers and school nurses that it is 


important to teach children to 
brush their teeth after lunch at 
school. 


“ Dry brushing could even be 
done in front of the TV’: it’s not 
messy. Children do not need 
toothpaste or a sink. Those 
things do not remove plaque; 
it’s the scrubbing,” she said. 


Teachers will leave the work­ 
shop with 35 student kits con­ 
taining a tooth brush, dental 
floss and disclosure tablets. 
They can Iwrrow visual aids 
such as a plaque light, a special 
flashlight bulb which illumi­ 
nates plaque, microscope slides 
showing that plaque has living 
bacteria, and dental disease 
prevention films and car­ 
tridges, Mrs. Rothstein said. 


The women’s auxiliary has a 
free lending library of teaching 
materials that they will mail or 
deliver to schools.

A PATIENT'S bill of rights 
has been adopted by the direc­ 
tors of the Marin General Hos­ 
pital District. Ray Bollinger, 
administrator of the hospital, 
told the 30 students and visitors 
at the discussion. 
“ Some routine hospital prac­ 
tices. such as putting on the 
identifying bracelet or the Uni­ 
term hospital gown, can seem 
demeaning to a patient. In 
large institutions where teams 
of doctors and teams of nurses 
take charge of the patients, 
human contact can be lost This 
may be alleviated by a liaison 
between the patient and the 
staff, such as a hostess or 
ombudsman.” Bollinger said. 
In answer to a question about 
the rising costs of hospital care, 
Bollinger said. “ Undoubtedly 
the costs of hospitalization will 
go up,” 
He suggested cutting expen­ 
ses by other means, such as 
outpatient services and home 
health care for all but the 
acutely ill.

Mercury accumulates in the 
body and may reach concentra­ 
tions potentially harmful to an 
unborn infant, savs Dr. Louis 
W. Chang, head of a team of 
scientists studying heavy met­ 
als toxicoloby research at the 
Madison. Wis.. school. Judging 
from research with cats, a fetus 
mgiht bo in danger of mercury 
poisoning if the mother con­ 
sumed 30 to 40 pounds of tuna 
during pregnancy. 
The amount of tuna definitely 
needed to cause problems in 
grown humans, according to 
Chang’s research on cats, 
amounts to about 400 pounds 
per year.

At Sid well Friends School, 
Washington, D.C., students suf­ 
ficiently proficient in basic En­ 
glish skills may draw up a 
contract with an English teach­ 
er (approved by parents and the 
headmaster) for a year of inde­ 
pendent study alone or with 
several friends. 
Here is a hypothetical exam­ 
ple. You decide you don’t want 
to take the regular 11th grade 
English literature course but 
instead want to contract to 
study on your own.

Pregnant Women 
W arned About 
Consuming Tuna 


NEW YORK (UPI) — Preg­ 
nant persons are advised by a 
University of Wisconsin Medi­ 
cal School toxicologist not to 
consume excessive amounts of 
tuna because of its mercury 
content. 
Mercury accumulates in the 
body and may reach concentra­ 
tions potentially harmful to an 
unborn infant, says Dr. Louis 
\S Chang, head of a team of 
scientists studying heavy met­ 
als toxicoloby research at the 
Madison. Wis , school. Judging 
from research with cats, a fetus 
mgiht be in danger of mercury 
poisoning if the mother con­ 
sumed .30 to 10 pounds of tuna 
during pregnancy. 
The amount of tuna definitely 
needed to cause problems in 
grown humans, according to 
Chang’s research on cats, 
amounts to about too pounds 
per year. More than a pound a 
day.

At 29, Texas legislator Kay 
Bailey is single, not uptight 
about it and, in fact, says, “I’m 
not anxious to get m arried.” 


Andria Knapp, an economist 
at 24, just quit her government 
job to spend four months work­ 
ing in England. “ I don’t want to 
get married now,” she says. 
Kay and Andria are among 
an increasing number of wom­ 
en who want to get married 
someday, but ask, “ What’s the 
hurry?” 
Census figures show that in 
the past decade the number of 
single women between the ages 
of 20 and 24 rose to 36.4 per 
cent, an eight per cent in­ 
crease. In the 25-to-29-year age 
group, the number of single 
women increased by two per­ 
centage points to 12.2 per cent. 
These figures were adjusted to 
discount the effects of popula­ 
tion growth. 
“The same has been true for 
men,” a Census Bureau official 
said. “ More young people are 
pursuing advanced careers and 
advanced educational opportun­ 
ities. Also, there are fewer con­ 
strain ts these days. T here’s 
more latitude and flexibility.” 


IN INTERVIEWS with two 
dozen female college graduates, 
all career-oriented and between 
the ages of 22 and 35, most said 
their ideas about when to get 
married have changed marked­ 
ly since they graduated from 
college. 
Influencing them, they said, 
were better job opportunities 
and salaries, more relaxed sex­ 
ual morality and reliable birth 
control methods, legalization of 
abortion in m any states, a 
steadily rising divorce rate and 
a new sense of self-worth. 
Dr. Zella Luria, professor of 
psychology at Tufts University 
cited another factor influencing 
the delay to marry. 
“ The notion that if you get 
m arried your problem s are 
solved, has gone by the way­ 
side. Women have more options 
now,” she said. 
“ I won’t close the door on 
anything,” said Miss Bailey, a 
member of the Texas state 
legislature and $15.000-a-year 
corporate lawyer in Houston. 
“ But I’m not just biding my 
time. 
“ With all the pressures in my 
job, 1 sometimes look for a way 
not to have to face the cold, 
cruel world every day. I think it 
might be nice to go to lunch­ 
eons. chauffeur the kids, take 
care of the house. 
“ But when I get right down to 
the core of it, I don’t know if I 
could be the complete house­ 
wife. I'm not sure.”

Housework

With spring cleaning at hand, 
homemaker consultants of Na­ 
tional Family Opinion Inc., a 
consumer research firm in To­ 
ledo. Ohio, pass on the follow­ 
ing hints: 


Use a small amount of baking 
soda on a damp cloth to disin­ 
fect your formica top counters 
and keep them looking fresh 
Use window cleaner to bright­ 
en window pulls and m etal 
counter pulls in your kitchen 
Dye odor will disappear from 
clothing if the garment is aired 
on clothes line for several 
hours. 
Pencil and ball point ink 
marks can be removed from 
cloth with hair spray. Spray on 
spot, rub, then wash as usual. 
Repeat if necessary. 
Ketchup is an excellent clean­ 
er for brass and copper if you 
run out of your commercial 
polish. Salt and vinegar —two 
ingredients in ketchup — cleans 
brass. 
Crumpled newspaper is good 
for cleaning mirrors, windows, 
glass doors. 
Use any spray 
cleaner or simply water with a 
bit of ammonia and wipe off 
with the newspaper. 


To scour pans, use a piece of 
fine emery cloth. The pans 
scour up bright and there are 
no scratches. 
Use turpentine for removing 
gum from cloth and for remov­ 
ing tape glue from appliances 
and other metallic surfaces. 
For a plate and pot scraper 
that does not sour or wear out 
easily, cut nylon mesh citrus 
bags into four-inch lengths and 
gather into a bundle. Either tie 
or wrap a bread tie lightly 
around the middle. 
Put garbage in half-gallon 
milk cartons. When full, slip the 
carton into old bread wrappers 
and fasten with plastic strip. 
Helps prevent the messy gar­ 
bage can problem.

A 
prison guard found him in the 
prisn’s lower yard carrying an 
iron bar taken from a weight 
lifting machine.

Shells No Longer Are 
Hidden In Boxes 
Being

NEW YORK — A rchitect 
Frank Llovd Wright once noted 
that housing for the life of the 
sea had exactly what our hu­ 
man dwelling lacked—“ inspired 
form ," 
Little wonder then that sea* 
shells, in all their variety of 
shape, color and texture, are 
enjoying a renaissance of favor. 
Artists, interior decorators, and 
designers have led the way. But 
p eo p le 
e v e ry w h e re 
h a v e 
learned to poise a shell on a 
pedestal and appreciate its in* 
trinsic beauty. 
Hugh and M arguerite Stix of 
New York not only popularized 
the shell as an individual art 
form, but wrote a successful 
and handsome book on the sub­ 
ject. “ The Shell" (Abrams. $25). 
subtitled “ Five Hundred Million 
Y ears of Inspired D esigns." has 
sold almost 100,000 copies to 
become a best-seller of its kind. 
M arguerite Stix more recent­ 
ly has expanded her interest to 
include shell jewelry of C artier 
caliber, and the pair continue to 
collect superb specim ents and 
contribute to their lore. 
While Anne Morrow Lindberg 
used shells as a poetic m eans of 
linking her contem plative es­ 
says in her “ Gift from the 
Sea." it was the extravagantly 
rom antic Victorians who were 
last to be so completey capti­ 
vated by the decorative possi­ 
bilities of shells. Shells went 
into numerous Victorian trin­ 
kets and helped express Victori­ 
an sentim ents. 
Sailors' valentines, sought by 
collectors today, are a good 
exam ple. These were fashioned 
by V ictorian sa ilo rs out of 
shells picked up on their voy­ 
ages They consist of a wooden 
box of two halves connected by 
a hinge, each half containing an 
intricate arrangem ent of shells 
including a plaintive “ Think of 
M e" o r “ The G iver Loves 
You." 
Recently, the popular “ natu­ 
ral" look in interior decoration 
has encouraged further appre­ 
ciation of the shells. 
It probably was on the West 
Coast that the current vogue for 
shell-encrusted m irrors began. 
The first ones I saw were made 


by Los Angeles interior design­ 
er Penni Paul and her husband. 


Charles Bennett of Beverly 
Hills has been selling his hand- 
a s s e m b le d 
sh e ll 
m ir r o rs 
through the Kneedler Fauchere 
decorator showroom in Los An­ 
geles and can scarcely keep up 
with the demand. 


B e n n ett's fascin atio n w ith 
shells found its present expres­ 
sion four years ago when an 
in te rio r d esig n er frien d in­ 
formed him she needed a shell 
m irror for a job she was doing. 
As a hobby, he began to m ake 
such shell m irrors, doing all the 
work himself, from building the 
fram e, to mounting the m irror, 
to the time-consuming job of 
selecting each shell to be at­ 
tached to the fram e. 


Friends and interior design­ 
ers soon becam e interested in 
B e n n ett's effo rts. K needler- 
Fauchere last year asked him 
to m ake a 30-by-60-inch m irror, 
including a six-inch border of 
white shells, and an 18-inch 
crown at the top. It was to be 
featured in a blue and white 
room in their window. The m ir­ 
ror was so popular that since 
then he hasn't been able to 
m ake 
the $600 ite m s fast 
enough.

NEW YORK (UPI) - There is 
much to recommend in “ The 
W omen," which was revived 
last night 
at the Fortysixth 
Street Theater. 


After 36 years, it is still a 
funny play, this creation by 
Clare Bloothe Luce that is laced 
with acidulous dialogue placed 
in the mouths of female charac­ 
ters of a rich, social set in New 
York City in the mid-1980s. 


The production is lavish and 
handsome, and the cast is out­ 
standing. 


Mrs. Luce’s play may not 
have the shock value that was 
present in the original 1936 pro­ 
duction, but it is still a sharply 
humorous observation of a stra­ 
tum of affluent society that has 
gone through som e changes 
through the decades but which 
rem ains essentially the sam e. 
Script alterations are minor. 


The all-w om an c a s t—and, 
L ord, a re th e re w om en; 35 
playing 44 roles—is topnotch, 
and Morton Da Costa, although 
he may seem to try too hard at 
tim es to achieve the comic 
touch, generally has done an 
excellent job in staging this 
many-scened play. 
It is impossible to list all of 
them, but the top nam es are 
Kim H unter, A lexis S m ith, 


Rhonda Fleming, Myrna Loy, 
Dorothy Loudon, Leora Dana, 
Marian Hailey, Marie Wallace 
and Jan Miner. That is quite a 
lineup of talent. 


The theme of the play is what 
a num ber of women “ friends" 
can do to each other’s lives 
through catty gossip. 


The core of the plot is what 
this sort of thing does to Mary 
Haines, wife for 12 years, moth­ 
er of sm all son and daughter 
and really quite the nicest of 
her group. Her friends actually 
resent her being so smugly 
contented with her m arriage. 
So, the main gossip of the 
group m anages to just let it slip 
out that M ary’s husband is hav­ 
ing an affair with a young 
blonde, and this ev en tu ally 
sends Mary to Reno for a di­ 
vorce, although she hopes right 


up to the last day that there 
will be a reconciliation. 
But husband does m arry the 
blonde, who loses little tim e in 
establishing an affair of her 
own with a movie cowboy hero, 
and thus becomes the object of 
gossip that leads to her undo­ 
ing. Along the way other m em ­ 
bers of the group are involved 
in m arriage splitups and other 
shenanigans. 
Miss Hunter is sweetly per­ 
fect as Mary, who learns a little 
bitchiness along the way and 
gets her revenge. Alexis Smith 
is delightful as the most vicious 
gossip of them all. Miss Loudon 
is outstandingly funny as an 
ever-pregnant wife, and Miss 
Miner is a gem as a five-times- 
m arried rich woman of middle 
years who has picked up a 
countess title along her m arital 
trail.

The Novato Fire District 
hoard last night declared its 
willingness to grant employees 
a 3 per cent across-the-board 
inc rease in salaries. 


The vote was 3 to 2 with 
commissioners 
Richard 
W. 
Price and Henrx V. Alvernaz 
dissenting because they favored 
a 10 per cent raise rejected by 
the hoard in a similar vote 
lineup. 


The hoard also said firemen 
may live anywhere within 20 
minutes driving distance and 
said some day personnel may 
take time to go home for lunch. 
Firemen had insisted on a 10 
per cent 
increase and the 
Ixiard's 3 |>er cent offer must 
now go to the Novato Profes­ 
sional Firem en's Association 
for approval. 
Before the board voted, the 


preliminary 
budget 
was dis 
cussed by the commissioners 
trying to find money for the 
in crease. The p re lim in a ry 
budget amounts to $862,537 
while the district expects an

“ The teachers haven't come 
up with any solution yet that is 
satisfactory to the adm inistra­ 
tion or the board,” Campbell 
said of employees issued tenta­ 
tive layoff notices due to sag­ 
ging enrollment. 
The board took no formal 
action on the proposal la st 


night, Campbell said, but will 
issue a decision at 8 p.m. Mav 
9.

has 
agreed to use dismissed em ­ 
ployees as substitutes, other 
proposals by teachers aimed at 
saving jobs — including use of 
district reserve funds — “don’t 
look too good,” he said. 
In a related m atter, the board 
said it will consider proposals 
by employees associations for 
wage increases next month or 
in early June, he said. The

At issu e in the cu rren t stru ggle 
is Kelly ’s p erfo rman ce in his 
jo b.

Deputy Caught In Middle 
Of Bolinas Power 


By PAT ANGLE 
In some ways, (he controver­ 
sy surrounding Deputy Sheriff 
Joseph (Joe) Kelly i- symbolic 
of the deeper conflicts now 
smouldering in Bolinas and oth­ 
er West Marin communities. 
The 45-year-old deputy sheriff 
has — for the moment, anyway 
—- become the focal point in a 
kind of power struggle between 
the “old timers and “straights” 
and the young “hip” newcom­ 
ers for control of the character 
and future of the town. 
Kelly, assigned to the West 
Marin beat for the past three 
years, has been a deputy for 13 
years. He was in Marin City for 
four years and has also worked 
in many other areas of the 
county including Tiburon and 
Central Marin. 
Before going into law enforce­ 
ment. he was a truck driver for 
’lie Teamsters Union in San 
Francisco. 
He and his wife live in Mill 
Valley. The couple has one son. 
At issue in the current struggle 
is Kelly's performance in his 
job. Is he “ a fine police officer” 
and “a nice guy," as some say 
he is, or an “officious bastard” 
and a “bad apple" as others 
contend? 
R ecently the disagreem ent 
about Kelly and his particular 
brand of law enforcement broke 
into the open when he was 
•’tem porarily reassign ed ”- to 
‘he northern area of West Ma­ 
rin, meaning that — for the 
time being — he will not be 
patroling around Bolinas and 
its environs. 
Although his superiors insist 
there is no connection between 
the two events, his transfer 
followed closely on the hells of 
a police-com m unity relations 
seminar in Bolinas. 
At that session, Kelly was 
soundly denounced 
as “ an 
SOB" and “a danger” by some 
residents who also presented a 
netition signed by 122 persons 
demanding his removal from 
the area. 
Now about 150 Bolinas deni­ 
zens have signed another peti­ 
tion asking to have him back 
and the fight is on, with each 
group hoping it will have the 
final say in what kind of law 
enforcement — and how much 
— the community will have. 
To understand the situation, 
it is necessary to look at the 
population mix in Bolinas. 
Until a few years ago, the 
town was populated chiefly by 
natives and long-time residents 
who ran things according to 
their lights. They were a group 
of individualists with very defi­ 
nite ideas of how their commu­ 
nity should bt* and their plans 
met scant local opposition. 
A few years ago, he younger 
generation discovered the beau­ 
ty of the area and its accessibil­ 
ity to San Francisco and began 
arriving in droves. 
Many were artists, craftsmen 
or young professional people 
seeking the ideal place to live 
and rear families, while others 
were simply dropouts who pre­ 
ferred to “crash” in beautiful 
surroundings. 
As time went by, the newer 
residents gained political power 
through sheer num bers and 
eventually took control of the 
community’s only political enti­ 
ty, the Bolinas Community Pub­ 
lic Utility District, ousting the

The older citizens resent what 
they consider “ interlopers” and 
their seizure of power and the 
bitterness and mistrust between 
the two groups has grown. 
Kelley is only a part of the 
struggle, one of the controver­ 
sies which erupts periodically 
and draws the lines of battle 
more tightly. 
As one questions representa­ 
tives of both “sides” about Kel­ 
ly. it is hard to believe that all 
the opinions and comments are 
about the same man. 
Can the deputy, who allegedly 
stopped a school bus because a 
boy was making faces at him 
and told the youngster he could 
he arrested, be the same fellow 
w ho cared tenderly for a small 
boy who had been locked in a 
car on a sunny day and sought 
for three hours to find the 
child’s mother?

don't like Kelly, they figure he 
must be a good thing.”

would be cited for,” said Boli­ 
nas realtor George F. West.

back and let this kind of crap 
go on, having a sheriff who can 
be intimidated to the point of 
transferring one of the few dep­ 
uties who gave people a feeling 
of security. 


“ If we don’t do something, 
the sheriff’s department will 
make it so easy for the radical 
element here that they’ll all 
come to Bolinas; that way the 
rest of the county won’t have to 
deal with them.” 


There is little doubt the con­ 
flict will continue. 
If Kelly is returned, some 
residents say they may try to 
form their own local govern­ 
ment 
either by establishing a 
community services district or 
by incorporation — so the town 
will be able to hire the kind of 
law enforcement officers they 
want. 
Whatever happens, it is pret­ 
ty sure that any officer as­ 
signed to Bolinas will not have 
an easy time of it, caught, as he 
will be, between proponents of 
the “old and “new” moralities 
and those who see the police­ 
man as a friend and others who 
view him as an enemy.

The report was based on a 
national survey, the first of its 
kind, sponsored by the ANPA 
News Research Center. The 
survey involved personal inter­ 
views with nearly 2.000 persons 
in 200 geographic areas select­ 
ed at random. 


['lie survey showed that near­ 
ly half the average newspaper s 
pages are dominated by gener­ 
al news and the average news­ 
paper item is read by about [ 
one-fourth of the issue's read- I 
ers. 
Almost 
all people go 
through all pages of a newspa­ 
per. it said. 


The survey found 35 specific 
subject categories but only one 
-sports—accounts for more 
than 10 per cent of all items. 
The average paper has twice as 
many men s pages as pages of 
women’s interest. 


Gloria Steinem. the women’s 
liberation leader, told the pub­ 
lishers Wednesday that they 
should no longer view their 
Women's pages as a means of 
selling ads but a place for 
reporting the “ deep, important 
issues in women’s lives.”

Miss Steinem accused the 
publishers of resisting the wom­ 
en’s lib movement in a way 
that will “ cause it to explode in 
a much more difficult and com­ 
plex way" than necessary.

"You are using divide and 
conquer tactics to make wom­ 
en’s lib appear not worth­ 
while." she said. “ When women 
libbers disagree, it’s that fight 
that is emphasized, not the 
issues.

I am only quoted 
about Jackie Onassis and bra 
burning.” 


Winning incumbent council­ 
man Lawrence E. Mulryan and 
councilman-elect Jack G. Nixon 
spent a total of $10,635.11 in 
what may have been the most 
expensive campaign for elec­ 
tion to the San Rafael City 
Council in history. 
Campaign costs of the two 
are detailed on campaign state­ 
ments filed at city hall. 
And on May 22. the deadline 
for filing of campaign state­ 
ments by losers in the six-way 
race for two seats — San Ra­ 
fael’s 
1973 council campaign 
may rank as the most costly in 
the city’s history. 
Nixon spent a total of $5.- 
508.17 and received contribu­ 
tions totalling $5,31-1, according 


to his campaign statement. 
Mulryan spent a total of $5,- 
126.94 and received contribu­ 
tions totalling $4.769.33, accord­ 
ing to his campaign statement. 
Mayor C. Paul Bettini, noting 
that he spent about $4.500 in a 
successful bid for mayorship in 
1965, said he believes that this 
year’s expenses by the winners 
are the highest in the city's 
election history. 
Mulryan. who made public 
virtually all of his campaign 
contributions before the elec­ 
tion. now reports also receiving 
$250 from AI Shields and $200 
each from James Ring III and 
Joseph J. Garbarino. 
Nixon, who also made public 
his campaign contributions be- 


fore the election, listed these 
contributions of $50 or more not 
previously reported: Cirilo Gon­ 
zales, $500; James M. Kennedy, 
$200; George P. I,eonard, $200; 
First American Title Co., Jer­ 
ome Draper, Joseph Fitzpa­ 
trick, Crowley Co., Captec Fi­ 
nancial Services, Inc., and 
James W. Good, $100 ach; 
William B. Lynch, Gary Owens, 
Leon Fish and Arthur J. Lang, 
$50 each. 
Mulryan, who listed a total of 
234 contributors, received 5,141 
votes and Nixon, who listed a 
total of 126 contributors, re­ 
ceived 4,540 votes.

Wounded Knee Talks 
Suspended Four Days 


But Richard Hellstern. the 
top government official at Pine 
Ridge, said the Oglala Sioux 
Tribal Council indicated burial 
would not be permitted because 
Clearwater was not a Sioux. 


He also said an FBI investi­ 
gation conducted with finger­ 
prints indicated his name was 
Frank Clear, and "we tend to 
believe he was white rather 
than Indian." 


Clearwater was the first per­ 
son to die since the armed 
takeover of Wounded Knee on 
Feb. 27. Several persons had 
been injured, including a I ’.S. 
marshal who was paralyzed 
from tin1 waist down after being 
injured in a firefight at Wound­ 
ed Knee in March. 
Hellstern said the Indians in­ 
side Wounded Knee radioed 
that negotiations would be sus­ 
pended until after the four-day 
period of mourning. 
He said he would reply to the 
Indians’ proposed agenda 
aimed at reopening negotiations 
sometime after Sunday.

Previously, he had been liv­ 
ing in a $100-per-month home in 
Fairfax with his wife and child 
but found the rent difficult to 
pay on limited income. 


With another child due, his 
wife began looking for a larger 
apartment, locating one in San 
Rafael for $160 per month. The 
couple approached the housing 
authority staff to place the 
apartment on the leased hous­ 
ing program, he said. 


According to Emond. the 
apartment was inspected and 
accepted by the housing author­ 
ity, which agreed to pay $124 of 
the $160 rent. Days later, no 
contract having been signed, he 
was told that 20 per cent of the 
tenants in the apartment build­ 
ing already were being subsi­ 
dized. the housing authority’s 
limit for any one building, and 
that he was out of luck.

New Owner For 
JFK Manor House 


MIDDLEBURG, Va. (UPD — 
W. Higgons Perry, a wealthy 
business executive who oper­ 
ates a thoroughbred racing sta­ 
ble. is the new owner of Wex­ 
ford. a home built by the late 
President John F. Kennedy who 
stayed there only once— the 
weekend before his assassina­ 
tion. 
The purchase price was not 
disclosed, but the Glasscock 
and Co. real estate firm, which 
was handling the transaction, 
said it had been asking $400,000. 


He can’t afford the full rent, 
has no place to move and the 
apartment manager is gener­ 
ously taking the loss.

Don't Be Pushy 


By LEE TREVINO 
- “ Pushed” shots miss the green. Hit enough of them and y ou'll 
miss some, too. Greenback s, that is. 
Nine out of 10 golfers who push their shots are play ing the ball 
\<Sf) far back in their stance. The clubface is still open as it 
contacts the ball, so it flies to the right of the target. 
When y ou tak e y our stance, move the ball toward the left toe a 
trifle. This allows the blade to be square when it enters the hitting 
zone. 
A push usually is well hit. It feels solid, as opposed to a slice, 
because the ball is struck a descending blow. Only the direction is 
bad. 
. . 
Be sure the club meets the ball as it follows the target line. A 
slightly open stance (left foot slightly back ) will let the left side 
clear the way for the hands and arms to bring the club square to 
fhb ball. 
In the opposite direction, a “pull” usually is caused by play ing 
the ball too far forward The wrists are turning over at impact, 
forcing the ball to the left. It may feel good, too, but y ou won’t. 
Just move the ball a mite toward the right foot. .

PREP NOTES 


Girls On 
Topic At 


By LEW CODDINGTON 
The local school districts and 
individual schools apparently 
will have wide discretionary 
powers in how to administrate 
the C alifornia Interscholastic 
Federation’s ruling that girls 
must be permitted to try out for 
boy s sports. 


How to use these powers will 
be a primary topic of discussion 
W ednesday when the Marin 
County Athletic League’s gov­ 
erning body , the Board of Man­ 
agers, holds its sem i-annual 
meeting. 


One of the chief questions 
involves the structure, perhaps 
even the further existence, of 
girls programs now that the 
CIF has decided that separate- 
but-equal is no way to run an 
athletic department. 


If girls can go out tor foot­ 
ball, so the argument goes, why 
can’t boy s go out for badminton 
— and dominate it, since boy s 
usually are better athletes. 


“We hope the school districts 
will continue to sponsor girls 
teams” said CIF president Wil­ 
liam F. Russell by telephone 
from his office in San Diego. 
“ We hope the public and dis­ 
tricts won’t look upon the new 
ruling as reducing the need for 
girls sports team s.” 


Tamalpais High School ath­ 
letic director A1 Ahlsten raised 
a salient point last week , when 
he envisioned some exclusively 
boy s teams, some exclusively 
girls teams, and some mixed 
teams. 


(Most people involved expect 
football, bask etball, wrestling 
and other contact sports to re­ 
main the exclusive province of 
boy s, except for an occasional 
lone heretic somewhere in the 
state. The opportunity for girls 
to play defensive tack le just

Don't Be Pushy 


By LEE TREVINO 
- •‘Pushed” shots miss the green. Hit enough of them and you’ll 
miss some, too. Greenbacks, that is.

The clubface is still open as it 
contacts the ball, so it flics to the right of the target. 
When you take your stance, move the ball toward the left toe a 
Irifle This allows the blade to be square when it enters the hitting 
rone.

relief is granted. The proposed 
merger with Chicago, Rock Is­ 
land & Pacific has not yet been 
approved by the ICC.

A debenture, unlike a 
mortgage bond, is not backed 
by a lien against company 
property. Since debentures are 
unsecured debt, the credit 
standing of the issuing corpora­ 
tion is the important factor in 
determining the safety of their 
debt obligations. American Tel­ 
ephone debentures, which carry 
the highest rating — AAA, were 
amply protected by earnings 
last year. In fact fixed charges 
and interest were covered 2.7 
times by income. The risk fac­ 
tor in these telephone securities 
is negligible and for this reason 
the return is less generous than 
on lower-rated issues.

Judge Refuses 
Spurious Defense 


A familiar plea was put forth 
in Marin Superior Court recent­ 
ly by four persons arrested for 
a holdup: that “the end justi­ 
fies the m eans.” 
In this case, the end, accord­ 
ing to the robbers, was to get 
money to assist the Marin City 
Learning Center. This was an 
independent school set up by 
Boyce McLemore, which start­ 
ed operations 
in September, 
1971, with 46 pupils. Its purpose 
was to offer a “more relevant” 
education 
for 
Marin 
City 
youngsters than that obtainable 
in Sausalito district schools. 
For the worthy purpose of 
“saving” this school, according 
to their pleas, John Turner, 
Stephanie 
Catherine 
Kline, 
Candice Yockey and Claudia 
Vonetta Grayson robbed a mar­ 
ket, and exchanged shots with 
Corte Madera police who ar­ 
rived in response to a silent 
alarm. 
This was, according to their 
pleas, 
a 
form 
of revolution 
against the “oppressive estal- 
bishment” — as represented, in 
this ca se, by the Sausalito 
School District. 


UNLIKE SOME judges who 
are moved by such “end justi­ 
fies the means” pleas, Judge 
E. Warren McGuire condemned 
their “propensity to use force 
and violence” and sentenced all 
but Miss Grayson to spend one 
year to life in prison. Miss 
Grayson’s sentencing has been 
postponed until May. 
There was nothing new in 
their plea; it is the standard 
plea of the “ revolu tion ary” 
crim inal. He is ju stified in 
. breaking any law, he holds, 
because the laws represent the 
: “oppressive establishment.” 
The quartet’s choice of a 
^victim was interesting, howev-

er. The market they robbed 
was the Marin Co-op in Corte 
Madera, which is set up to 
provide its own alternative to 
the capitalistic profit system 
through co-operative ow ner­ 
ship.

THE COURT did not delve 
into the purported need of the 
Marin City Learning Center for 
money — however ill-gotten. 
If it had, it would have found 
that this purpose was as spu­ 
rious as the robbers’ “higher 
than the law” defense. For the 
Marin City Learning Center is 
not even operating. 
It began with 46 pupils. When 
it opened for its second year 
last September, it had but 18. 
Before Christmas, it closed its 
doors. Except for a few who 
had graduated, all its pupils

schools.

Reagan has only his office in Sacramen­ 
to, the necessity for multiple offices for 
the other officials can be seriously ques­ 
tioned.

whether justified or not, 
having offices scattered around the state 
does give them a distinct advantage over 
those aspirants who hold no public office. 
It 
also considerably diminishes 
their 
dependency upon party organizations and 
"grass root" supporters. 
Cognizant of that fact, Sen. George 
Moscone of San Francisco, himself a 
gubernatorial hopeful, obtained squeaky 
Senate approval for a Los Angeles office.

Detente With Red Powers 
^ Fails To Accomplish Purpose % 


All of us are now deeply into the Nixon- ^ 
States, according to a Reutej s report 
Kissinger world of "detente,” but it isn’t jr quoting the North Vietnamese delegation. 
And, just perhaps, there is some atten­ 
tion being paid in Hanoi. Latest reports 
indicate that a division, or perhaps two, 
of North Vietnam regular forces have 
been pulled just north of the DMZ of 
recent days. This could be a matter 
merely of going into rainy season quart­ 
ers for rest and recruitment. They could 
go back as soon as the winter fighting 
season began. 
But other than this tentative instance of 
withdrawal the North Vietnamese troops 
and military leadership still seem to be 
on the attack, or at least keeping up 
positive pressure. And this in turn means 
that Mr. Nixon does not yet have the 
complete extrication of American armed 
forces from Indochina, which most of his 
countrymen thought would follow from 
the cease-fire and which ne needs as a 
diplomatic success to balance off his 
inflation and W atergate problem s at 
home.

BUT WHAT IS THE DETENTE worth 
to Mr. Nixon? 
t 
The one thing he wanted most out of it 
was to get untangled from Vietnam. 
After all, it was the search for a way out 
of Vietnam which took him to Peking and 
set his feet on the road to more trade 
with the Russians. He always has wanted 
and expected to get free of Vietnam in 
the process. And he isn’t free. 
The lesson may well be that detente 
does seem to reduce the danger of great 
power war and it certainly does reduce 
the awareness of great power tension. 
But can it settle local issues between 
such places as North and South Vietnam? 
Hanoi always wanted to conquer Saigon 
for its own reasons, not for Peking or 
Moscow. The change of view in Peking 
and Moscow about the matter does not 
reduce in the slightest the desire of Hanoi 
to become the master of all of Indochina. 
The summer schedule of the great 
powers calls for all sorts of conferences. 
It will be a busy season for diplomats. 
Mr. Brezhnev will be visiting Bonn, 
then Washington. There will be a big 
conference (European Security) in Helsin­ 
ki. SALT II is ambling along. Towards 
the autumn there should be talks on 
"mutual and balanced force reductions" 
in another Conference somewhere in Eu­ 
rope. 
But all of this busy traffic among great 
power diplomats is helpless to get Wash­ 
ington out of Indochina, or to solve the 
tensions of the Middle East.

producing as fast as expected the one 
thing Washington hoped most to get out 
of it. The war in Southeast Asia goes on 
and the United States still is mired in it. 


We are several weeks now from the 
launching of a White House effort to use 
the machinery of this new Nixon-Kissin- 
ger world to help bring an end to the war, 
but it isn’t working. Mr. Nixon used his 
new relations with both Russians and 
Chinese to bring pressure to bear on the 
North Vietnamese to cease and desist 
from their various efforts to win the 
victory which has so far escaped them. 


THEIR EFFORTS TO WIN since the 
cease-fire went into effect in late January 
have included: 


(1) Steady consolidation of their mili­ 
tary positions in and around South Viet­ 
nam. 


(2) An aggressive rather than a passive 
military posture in Laos. 


(3) Continued refusal to do anything 
about a cease-fire in Cambodia where the 
local Khmer Rouge have a siegeline 
around Phnom Penh. 


For these three problems Mr. Nixon 
has tried three answers: 


(1) He has bombed. 
(2) He has withdrawn his mine removal 
ships from North Vietnamese waters. 
(3) He has sent his messages to Messers 
Chou En-Lai in Peking and Brezhnev in 
Moscow seeking their "good offices” in 
Hanoi. 
We have no reason to doubt that Mr. 
Chou and Mr. Brezhnev both have, as 
they have done before, given an opinion 
in Hanoi that it would be best for all 
concerned if the men of Hanoi would be 
satisfied, at least for the immediate 
future, 
with what they hold now in 
Indochina. 


ALL OF THIS IS TIED in with prospec­ 
tive American trade and economic and 
technological aid to both China and 
Russia. Mr. Nixon again is putting pres­ 
sure on Congress to get on with his trade 
bill proposals which would allow him to 
extend credits to Russia for purchase of 
American goods. 
And there still is the prospect, which 
Washington keeps dangling before Hanoi 
eyes, of direct American reconstruction 
aid if only they will rein in their soldiers 
in the south and stop trying to win the 
war. 
The Paris meetings to discuss this aid 
now are being suspended by the United

U te Senate has been trying to get a 
chance to vote on a bill setting up a new 
system of registration — postcard regis­ 
tration.

In these countries the responisbility of 
the government in helping registration is 
a matter of course. 
Some advocates of postcard registra­ 
tion see it as a panacea.

The 
more exciting the contest, the more 
people who vote.

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Sink ing Of SS Watergate: 
Sk ipper On The Stand 


WASHINGTON - The Naval 
Court of Inquiry into the sink­ 
ing of the SS Watergate was, 
held in executive session here 
last week. 
On the stand was Capt. Rich­ 
ard M. Nixon, who commanded 
the ship at the time it went 
down. 
Here is a partial transcript of 
the hearings which do not vio­ 
late national security: 


“CAPTAIN NIXON, the SS 
Watergate sprang a leak on the 
morning of June 17. 1972. What 
did you do about it at the 
time?" 
" I didn't think much of it. I 
was told by my executive offi­ 
cer that seven men had been 
fooling around in the shower 
room and the nozzle broke off.” 
“ Did you order an investiga­ 
tion of the incident?" 
“ Yes, I did, and it was the 
most thorough investigation 
ever held on the high seas. I 
told my officers I wanted to 
know if anyone on my staff had 
anything to do with the leak. 
They reported back to me cate­ 
gorically that no one in the 
crew except for the seven men 
was involved in the incident. I 
accepted this as fact.” 


“DID YOU TRY to repair the 
damage at the time?" 
“There was nothing to repair 
as far as I was concerned. The 
seven men were court-mar­ 
tialed and that was the end of 
it/» 
“ But isn't it true that during 
the court-martial of the seven, 
there were hints that other peo­ 
ple were involved in the leak?” 
“ It was only hearsay. A cap­ 
tain has many enemies on a 
ship, and I was not about to put 
credence in a lot of gossip and 
rumor.” 
“ Now. Captain Nixon, since 
the leak was not repaired, the 
lower compartments of the ship 
began to flood. Didn't you feel 
at that time you should take 
some action?" 
“ I sent my people down to 
inspect the damage and they 
said the ship was completely 
dry below decks.” 


“ YOU DIDN'T GO down to 
inspect the damage yourself?” 


" I had to stay on the bridge. 
It is a mistake for a captain to 
know too much about what is 
going on in the crew’s quarters. 
Besides, I had great faith in my 
officers and their ability to 
judge whether the ship was in 
jeopardy or not.” 


“ Is it true that your commu­ 
nications officer, Lt. Ronald 
Ziegler, kept announcing over 
the loudspeaker that there was 
nothing wrong with the ship?” 


“ Yes, he did it on my or­ 
ders.” 
“ Then Lieutenant Ziegler 
hadn't gone below to inspect the 
damage either?” 
“ Not to my knowledge. We 
were getting continual reports 
from our legal officer, Lt. John 
Dean III, and he assured us 
that we were safe and our crew 
was clean.” 


“BIT DIDN'T YOU get suspi­ 
cious when the water rose to 
the main deck?” 
“ I didn’t like it, but I didn't 
consider it my problem. I've 
been in storms before, six to be 
exact, and I've always been 
able to weather them. Besides, 
my staff told me not to pay any 
attention because the ship was 
built to withstand any kind of 
pressure.” 
“ When did you decide that 
you were really in danger?” 
“ On March 21, 1973, I re­ 
ceived some startling informa­ 
tion from my officers that the 
leak did not come from a show­ 
er. but that we had really hit an 
iceberg.” 
“ Then you decided to take 
action?” 
“ Y'es, I went on the loud­ 
speaker myself and said that 
anyone responsible for hitting 
the iceberg would be immedi­ 
ately removed from the crew\” 


“AND WHEN DID YOU 
de­ 
cide to abandon ship?” 
“ When the water got up to 
my hips and I noticed all my 
officers starting to take to the 
lifeboats." 
“ How did you feel about los­ 
ing so many of your crew°” 
“ I felt bad about it, but by 
that time it was every man for 
himself."

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Census Bureau admitted yester­ 
day it missed counting about 5.3 
million Americans in its 1970 
population survey, partially be­ 
cause of difficulty in getting 
census takers to work in high- 
crime city areas. 
“ The 1970 census was proba­ 
bly the best ever taken and ... 
like its predecessors, was im­ 
perfect." Robert L. Hagan, act­ 
ing census director, told report­ 
ers. 
Hagan said better counting 
techniques helped lower the er­ 
ror rate to about 2.5 per cent in 
the 1970 census. 
But changing social condi­ 
tions offset the technical im­ 
provements and made census- 
taking more difficult in 1970, 
Hagan said. 
“ These conditions included 
increased resistance because of 
changing life styles in the coun­ 
try. more alienation and dis­ 
trust of authority ... more or­ 
ganized attempts to protest the 
census.” 
In addition. Hagan said, “ it 
was more difficult for our cen­ 
sus takers, even though they 
were local residents, to work in 
cities, particularly inner-ci- 
ties.” 
Even though the bureau now 


thinks it knows how many per­ 
sons it missed, the official 1970 
population total will not be re­ 
vised since the bureau is legally 
allowed to report only persons 
who are actually counted. The 
1970 total was 203.4 million U.S. 
residents. When military per­ 
sonnel and their dependents 
plus citizens living abroad were 
included, the total came to 204.6 
million. 
About two-thirds of those 
missed in the 1970 census were 
males and about two-thirds 
were white, the bureau said. 
However, the miss-rate for 
blacks, 7.7 per cent, was much 
higher than for whites, 1.9 per 
cent. Blacks compose about 10 
per cent of the U.S. population. 
Census figures are used to 
determine how congressional 
and state legislative districts 
will be drawn. In addition, they 
are a key factor in parceling 
out federal revenue sharing 
money to state and local gov­ 
ernments. 
The bureau, however, said it 
was not feasible to attempt to 
break down the error rate by 
states, counties and cities, even 
though the proportion of un­ 
counted citizens probably was 
highest in cities with large mi­ 
nority populations.

Protection 
Bill For 
Journalists 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) — Leg­ 
islation to limit jail sentences to 
30 days for news reporters who 
refuse to disclose their sources 
during courtroom proceedings 
was proposed yesterday by As­ 
semblyman Walter Karabian, 
D-Monterey Park. 


Karabian. who earlier intro­ 
duced a bill designed to protect 
the rights of reporters, said the 
latest measure would benefit 
journalists sent to jail for indef­ 
inite periods of time until the 
talk. 


“ I think the prime example of 
what my bill would do concerns 
the case of Los Angeles Times 
reporter William Farr," Kara­ 
bian said. 
Farr was sentenced to an 
indefinite period in jail when he 
refused to disclose the source of 
a story he wrote on the Tate- 
LaBianca murder trial. 
“ The judge had sentenced 
Farr to jail until Farr decided 
to talk. I think this is an unrea­ 
sonable use off judicial power 
and my proposed legislation 
would modify this situation", 
Karabian said. 
Farr was held 46 days from 
Nov. 27 until a U.S. Supreme 
Court order freed him while the 
court considered his latest ap­ 
peal. 
“ Our free and democratic so­ 
ciety is based on freedom of the 
press and I Sincerely believe 
that when this most important 
and precious American right is 
taken away or threatened, they 
very foundations of our free­ 
doms become endangered,” 
Karabian said.

a cold and cunning way -—like, a 
chess player.” 
Payne wrote “ The Life and 
Death of Adolf Hitler.” just 
published by Praeger Publish­ 
ers of New York and Washing­ 
ton. 
“ Hitler was making massa­ 
cre. He was not making war,” 
Payne said. “ His lack of hu­ 
manity is terrifying.” 
The wars since World War II 
have not been so dangerous 
because there is a “ tacit agree­ 
ment" not to use nuclear weap­ 
ons. Payne said. 
“ I don’t think anyone has 
signed any papers saying the 
atomic bomb would not be 
used," he said. “ But I do be­ 
lieve there is an unwritten 
agreement not to use them." 
“ If Hitler had had the atomic 
bomb he would have dropped it 
immediately." the biographer 
said. “ And that includes a situ­ 
ation where he knew the. other 
side had the same weapon and 
was prepared to use it also." 
“ Hitler was a gambler. We 
know that he had no compunc­ 
tion about using V-bombs with 
enormous warheads which 
would have laid waste the 
whole of England. 
“ In fact if the war had not 
ended when it did. he would 
have. The kinks were just about 
out of the system and he was 
ready to devastate Great Brit­ 
ain.” Payne said. 
Payne previously wrote biog­ 
raphies of Lenin. Stalin. Mao 
and Ghandi under a program 
he laid out for himself to treat 
the men who had “ dominated 
the world.” 
“ I knew that sooner or later I 
would have to face doing this 
monster — Adolf Hitler,” he 
said.

Sinking Of SS W atergate: 
Skipper On The Stand 


WASHINGTON — The Naval 
Court of Inquiry into the sink­ 
ing of the SS W atergate w as; 
held in executive session here^ 
last week. 
On the stand was Capt. Rich­ 
ard M. Nixon, who commanded 
the ship at the time it went 
down. 
Here is a partial transcript of 
the hearings which do not vio­ 
late national security: 


“CAPTAIN NIXON, the SS 
W atergate sprang a leak on the 
morning of June 17, 1972. What 
did you do about it at the 
tim e?” 
“ I didn’t think much of it. I 
was told by my executive offi­ 
cer that seven men had been 
fooling around in the shower 
room and the nozzle broke off.” 
“ Did you order an investiga­ 
tion of the incident?” 
“ Yes, I did. and it was the 
m ost thorough investigation 
ever held on the high seas. 1 
told my officers I wanted to 
know if anyone on my staff had 
anything to do with the leak. 
They reported back to me cate­ 
gorically that no one in the 
crew except for the seven men 
was involved in the incident. I 
accepted this as fact.” 


“DID YOU TRY to repair the 
dam age at the tim e?” 
“.There was nothing to repair 
as far as I was concerned. The 
seven m en w ere co u rt-m a r­ 
tialed and that was the end of 
it.w 
“ But isn’t it true that during 
the court-m artial of the seven, 
there were hints that other peo­ 
ple were involved in the leak?” 
“ It was only hearsay. A cap­ 
tain has many enemies on a 
ship, and I was not about to put 
credence in a lot of gossip and 
rum or.” 
“ Now, Captain Nixon, since 
the leak was not repaired, the 
lower com partm ents of the ship 
began to flood. Didn't you feel 
at that tim e you should take 
some action?” 
“ I sent my people down to 
inspect the dam age and they 
said the ship was completely 
dry below decks.” 


•YOU DIDN’T GO down to 
inspect the dam age yourself?” 


“ I had to stay on the bridge. 
It is a m istake for a captain to 
know too much about what is 
going on in the crew ’s quarters. 
Besides, I had great faith in my 
officers 
and 
their ability to 
.judge whether the ship was in 
jeopardy or not.” 


“ Is it true that your com mu­ 
nications officer. 
Lt. 
Ronald 
Ziegler, kept announcing over 
the loudspeaker that there was 
nothing wrong with the ship?” 


“ Yes, he did it on my or­ 
ders.” 
“ Then L ieutenant Z iegler 
hadn’t gone below to inspect the 
dam age either?” 
“ Not to my knowledge. We 
were getting continual reports 
from our legal officer, Lt. John 
Dean III. and he assured us 
that we were safe and our crew 
was clean.” 


“BI T DIDN'T YOU get suspi­ 
cious when the w ater rose to 
the main deck?” 
“ I didn't like it. but I didn’t 
consider it my problem. I’ve 
been in storm s before, six to be 
exact, and I’ve always been 
able to weather them. Besides, 
my staff told me not to pay any 
attention because the ship was 
built to withstand any kind of 
pressure.” 
“ When did you decide that 
you were really in danger?” 
“ On March 21, 1973, I re­ 
ceived some startling inform a­ 
tion from my officers that the 
leak did not come from a show­ 
er. but that we had really hit an 
iceberg.” 
“ Then you decided to take 
action?” 
“ Yes, I went on the loud­ 
speaker myself and said that 
anyone responsible for hitting 
the iceberg would be imm edi­ 
ately removed from the crew .” 


“AND WHEN DID YOU de­ 
cide to abandon ship”” 
“ When the w ater got up to 
my hips and I noticed all my 
officers starting to take to the 
lifeboats.” 
“ How did you feel about los­ 
ing so many of your crew ?” 
“ I felt bad about it, but by 
that tim e it was every man for 
him self.”

Census Misses 


5.3 Million 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The 
Census Bureau adm itted yester­ 
day it missed counting about 5.3 
million Americans in its 1970 
population survey, partially be­ 
cause of difficulty in getting 
census takers to work in high- 
crim e city areas. 
"The 1970 census was proba­ 
bly the best ever taken and ... 
like its predecessors, was im­ 
perfect." Robert L. Hagan, act­ 
ing census director, told report­ 
ers. 
Hagan said better counting 
techniques helped lower the er­ 
ror rate to about 2.5 per cent in 
the 1970 census. 
But changing social condi­ 
tions offset the technical im­ 
provem ents and made census- 
taking more difficult in 1970, 
Hagan said. 
“ T hese conditions included 
increased resistance because of 
changing life styles in the coun­ 
try. more alienation and dis­ 
trust of authority ... more or­ 
ganized attem pts to protest the 
census.” 
In addition. Hagan said, “ it 
was more difficult for our cen­ 
sus takers, even though they 
were local residents, to work in 
c itie s, p a rtic u la rly inner-ci- 
ties." 
Even though the bureau now 


thinks it knows how' m any per­ 
sons it missed, the official 1970 
population total will not be re­ 
vised since the bureau is legally 
allowed to report only persons 
who are actually counted. The 
1970 total was 203.4 million U.S. 
residents. When m ilitary per­ 
sonnel and th e ir d ependents 
plus citizens living abroad were 
included, the total came to 204.6 
million. 
About tw o-thirds of those 
missed in the 1970 census were 
m ales and about two th ird s 
were white, the bureau said. 
H ow ever, the m iss-ra te for 
blacks, 7.7 per cent, was much 
higher than for whites. 1.9 per 
cent. Blacks compose about 10 
per cent of the U.S. population. 
Census figures are used to 
d eterm in e how congressional 
and state legislative districts 
will be drawn. In addition, they 
are a key factor in parceling 
out federal revenue sh a rin g 
money to state and local gov­ 
ernm ents. 
The bureau, however, said it 
was not feasible to attem pt to 
break down the error rate by 
states, counties and cities, even 
though the proportion of un­ 
counted citizens probably was 
highest in cities with large mi­ 
nority populations.
